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Factory Radio Removal 


1. Set parking brake and disconnect negative 
battery cable to prevent any electrical short. 


2. Open cup holder. Pry edges of receiver 
trimpanel to release retaining clips and remove trim 
panel. 


3. Remove four (4) phillips screws securing factory 
radio/pocket assembly to dash. Note: Some 
vehicles may not have pockets. Pull out radio, 
disconnect and remove. 


4. Remove four (4) phillips screws securing radio to 
side brackets. Remove radio. Note: Side 


brackets will be reused during installation of 
replacement receiver. Cup Holder

Antenna replacement is only necessary if existing antenna is 
damaged or inoperable. 


1. Remove radio by following dash disassembly instructions on the 
previous page. 


2. Remove antenna mast with an adjustable wrench (Figure 1). 
3. Remove retaining nut using needle-nose pliers (Figure 1). 


4. Pry out four (4) retaining clips from wheel splash (Figure 2). Antenna Mast

5. Fold back wheel splash. 
6. Remove one (1) 10mm bolt from antenna mounting bracket. 


7. Remove antenna from fender by pulling out from the bottom. 


8. Secure replacement antenna to fender as shown (Figure 1). 
9. Route antenna lead to radio location. 


10. Plug antenna lead into receiver and test operation. 


11. Reinstall wheel splash.

A Double-DIN receiver may also be installed following these 
same steps, but it will not use a pocket. 


The factory subwoofer will be inoperable when factory 
radio is removed. 


1. Align mounting holes on aftermarket 
receiver with holes in factory side brackets 
(Inset). Secure receiver in the same manner 
as factory radio using screws supplied with 
new receiver. 


2. Make wiring connections following 
instructions supplied with the receiver 
wiring adaptor received from Crutchfield. 

3. Hold receiver assembly near dash. Receiver Assembly 

Connect receiver wiring adaptor to vehicle 

harness. Plug antenna lead into rear of 

receiver. 


4. Secure receiver assembly to dash using 
screws removed during disassembly. 


5. Reassemble dash by reversing disassembly 
steps.

Pull 
out speaker, disconnect and remove.
